THIS CATALOGUE 


The Family Violence Prevention Division of Health and Welfare 
Canada, created in December 1986, coordinates all federal 
activities related to family violence, including child abuse, child 
sexual abuse, wife abuse and elder abuse. The Division en- 
compasses the National Clearinghouse on Family Violence 
which provides information and consultation to professionals 
and the public in the area of family violence. 


The Division, in Keeping with its mandate, has compiled this 
updated list of audiovisual resources in the field of family 
violence, released as THE FAMILY VIOLENCE AUDIO- 
VISUAL CATALOGUE, second edition. The catalogue in- 
cludes information on 16mm films, videocassettes, filmstrips 
and slide/audio-tape presentations. It comprises those 
resources determined to be relevant to the areas of family 
violence available as of August, 1988 in North America.

N.B.: If originally produced in 16mm, the title is usually avail- 
able in all video formats; the converse is not true. 


Precis Subject Index 

The PRECIS Index is designed to assist you in finding films 
by specific subject. For example, if you need films on 
“BATTERED WOMEN” simply look under this term in the 
index to find the appropriate title(s). Once you have found a title 
you should refer to the Title Descriptions section for further 
information on the title. Please note that due to the limited 
number of French language titles produced in the area of 
Family Violence, French language titles have not been listed in 
the PRECIS Index. 


Broad Category Subject Index 

As a complement to the PRECIS Index, a Broad Category 
Subject Index has been added to this catalogue to assist users 
in selecting titles from general subject areas, such as Child 
Abuse, Child Sexual Abuse, Alcohol and Drugs, Runaways 
and so on. For example, if you are looking for titles on some- 
thing as specific as CRISIS INTERVENTION, look up this term 
in the PRECIS Index. If, however, you want a list of all titles on 
WIFE ABUSE, the Broad Category Subject Index will be more 
appropriate. 


Titles Available From the National Film Board 

This catalogue attempts to list all the titles on Family Violence 
available primarily in North America. Most of the titles are only 
available commercially, for rent or for sale. The National 
Clearinghouse on Family Violence and the National Film 
Board, however, have placed a number of titles in your nearest 
National Film Board office which are available on loan to the 
user.

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Tariffs, Duties and Bond Fees 

If the distributor is listed in the United States you should be 
aware that duties and tariffs may apply to the importation of the 
title whether you are renting or purchasing, and that you may 
have to pay a bond company in order to assist with the cus- 
toms clearance. This process also applies to the distributor 
when an audio-visual product is returned to the USA. In order 
to avoid this inconvenience, some American companies use a 
Canadian distribution company to distribute their product(s) in 
Canada. 


If the Distributor Has Changed 

Although we have attempted to be as accurate and as up-to- 
date as possible you should note that the audio-visual distribu- 
tion business is constantly changing and your title may have 
found a new distributor. In this instance you should try to reach 
the previous distributor (listed in the List of Distributors sec- 
tion) or the producer who can give you the particulars about 
the new distributor. 


European Selections 

There are several titles in this catalogue available only from 
Europe. You should be aware that tariffs and customs duties as 
well as bond company costs may be involved when you bring 
the title to Canada. If the title is on videotape you must order it 
in the NTSC standard or it will not work on your North 
American videocassette recorder, in any format.
